rlnartlr Cheerful, It Held m Strain
f Deep Mataachslr.

Hopeful and cheerful as he ordinarily
teemed, tber was in Mr. Lincoln's dis-

position a utraln of deep melancholy.
This wns not peculiar to him alone, for
toe pioneers as a race were aomlier
rather than gay. Their lives bad been
passed for generations under the moat
trying physical conditions, near malaria
Infested streams and where they breath-e- d

the polRon of decnylng vegetation.
Insufficient shelter, atonns, the cold of
winter, Ravage enemies and the cruel
labor that killed off all but the hardiest
of them bad at the same time killed the
bappy-go-luck- y gnyety of an easier
form of life. They were thoughtful,
watchful, wory; capulde, Indeed, of
wild merriment, but It has been said
that although a pioneer might laugu he
could not easily be made to smile.
Lincoln's mind . was . unusually aound
and sane and normal. He had a. cheer-
ful, wholesome, sunny nature, , yet be
had Inherited the etrongest traits of the
pioneers, Bud there wos in him, more-
over, much of the poet, with a poet's
